AN AMENDED BILL WOULD FAIL

~ Washington, July 11.—(Special.)—The 
silver men caucused tonight to consider 
the objections that had been raised to 
the Stewart Dill. f 
Judge Culberson, of Texas, one of the 
ablest lawyers in the house, gave it as 
his opinion that the bill, if enacted into a 
law, would repeal both the legal tender 
and redeemable feature of the eighty 
millions of treasury notes issued under the 
Sherman act of 1890, to buy silver bullion, 
J Culberson is a free coinage man, 
and lié demonstrated his point so clearly 
that it was decided that the bill must be 
amended before passed by the house, To 
pass it in its present shape the caucus 
beHeved would give Harrison an oppor-. 
tunity to veto it without even expressing 
an opinion as to whether he favored free 
coinage or was against it, It would give 
him an opportunity to veto it on the ground 
that it destroyed the legal tender and re- 
deemable features of cighty millions of 
treasury notes now in circulation. 
While the free coinage men recognize 
that the bill would not do in its present 
shape, and must be amended, it is a great 
disappointment to them, It means that 
no free coinage bill can go to the presi- 
dent before adjournment. Though it 
should be amended and in that shape 
pass the house, it would have to go back 
to the senate, and it is too late for that 
pow. The anti-free coinage senators could 
easily prevent action. : 
Thus, while the free coinage men will 
endeavor to put it through, no one can 
realize more than they that it is a hope- 
less fight. Free coinage is dead until next 
seasion. The senate caused it by passing

house. The antis are growing more confi- 
dent daily, while ‘the free coinage men are 
beginning to feel that they are in a losing 
fight. There are many who have hereto- 
fore been counted upon as free coinage men, 
who have weakened recently. ‘They claim 
it will be bad party policy to p a free 
coinage bill at this time, and undef pres- 
sure will vote against the consideration\ef 
the measure. 

The anti-free coinage men, knowing that 
they can win nothing by their old policy of 
filibustering in view of the action of the 
committee on rules, have decided to make 
the fight square out against the bill. Their 
first move will be to defeat the passage of 
the resolution reported from the commit 
etee on rules. They claim sufficient. votes 
to defeat it. Such a defeat would mean 
the defeat of the bill, and end the fight. 
Thus a vote against the resolution is a vote 
avainat silver. There are men in the house 
who would vote against the resolution for 
policy sake, who would not dare vote 
against the bill itself. But it means the 
same thing and their constituents will hold 
them equally responsible. Should the antis 
fail to defeat the resolution, then they will 
attempt to postpone the consideration of the 
bill until December by a vote of the house. 
They might possibly fail on the first ques- 
tion and succeed on the second. It de 
pends upon how the republicans vote. If 
they act all the way through with the anti- 
silver men, the chances are that the reso- 
lution from the committee on rules will be 
defeated. 

That, of course, will mean the death of 
the bill. But if the republicans decline to 
vote on the preliminary motions to defeat 
the bill and await the vote on its passage, 
it will pass, and at that stage of the con- 
test no democrat will dare dodge. There is 
much doubt about what the republicans 
will do. Some of them believe it would

NETTLETON’S NOTES. 


The Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Mixed Up in the Keystone Bank Muddle. 
Washington, July 11.—The subcommit- 

tee of the senate committee on failed na- 

tional banks, consisting of Senators Hand- 
ler, Carlisle and Peffer, today, in the of- 
fice of the comptroller of currency, took 
further testimony in regard to the failure of 
the Keystone and Spring Garden National 
banks, of Philadelphia. The only witness 

examined at today’s session was Charlies J. 

Stoddard, clerk in charge of the insolvent 

banks in the office of the comptroller of 

currency. He testified that William Tren- 
holm, an assistant bank examiner under 

Bank Examiner Drew, had overdrawn 

his account at the Keystone bank to the 

extent of $6,784. The fact that he had 
overdrawn did not appear in the examiner’s 
first report and was ascertained only upon 
an investigation made¢ under the direction 
of the secretary of the treasury about two 
years afterward. Witness said that he 
understood fiom hearsay that the reason 
why it was not discovered earlier was be- 
cause the record’ had been mutilated, whole 
leaves being torn from the books. In regard 
to the affairs of the Spring Garden bank, 
Mr. Stoddurd said that in the report of the 
examiner of May 8, 1891, the day upon 
which the bahk had closed its doors, it was 
shown that B. Nettleton, assistant 
secretary of the treasury, had some $40,000 
of the accommodation paper overdue, of 

which the examiner says, “whose value I 

am not able to report.” This paper was in

notes had mysteriously disappeared, but |

Assistant Secretary Nettleton said today 
with regard to the foregoing subject: “This 
matter was fully covered by press dispatches 
shortly after the failure of the Spring Gar- 
den National bank, in April, 1891, and more 
recently in a communication sent by me to 
the senate special committee. There is and 
has been no coutroversy over the facts in 
the matter and nothing can much interest 
the public. Certain accommodation notes 
of which I had formerly delivered to 
N. F. Evans, Philadelphia for his con- 
venience, proved to be in the sg rin 
bank at the time of the failure,

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LIVINGSTON TALKS 


About the Political Situation in 
Georgia, 


HE THIRD PARTY AT. WORK 
With a Vigor Which Demands Close 
Attention. 


THE POPULATION OF GEORGIA. 


The Status of Business in Congress—The 
Wews in General as Developed in the 
National Capital. 


Washington, July 11.—(Special.)—Con- 
gressman L,. F. 
from his brief visit to Georgia, and to your 
correspondent he said, in referring to the 
situation in Georgia: 

“IT was there only two or three days, 
and consequently did not have an opportun- 
ity to study the situation as closely as I 
would have done cevld I have stayed 
in the state longer. One thing is certain, 
however, and that is that the new party 
is making tremendous efforts to carry the 
state, and it will leave no stone unturned 
to accomplish that end: I visited Douglas 
county and found the democracy in splendid 
condition there, under the gallant leadership 
of Mr. James and those who are fighting so 
nobly with him. In Clayton the -demo- 
crats are awakening to the necessity of 
presenting a united front, and in Newton 
they are doing likewise. The new party, 
however, has a strong foothold in these 
counties, and makes all sorts of claims 
about them.”’ 

“What about the congressional rac??” 

“I believe I will b@*nominated,” said Mr. 
Livingston. “I might say that I do not be- 
lieve the good democrats of the fifth dis 
trict would seek to deprive me of the satis- 
faction of an endorsement, for I have done 
my very best to serve them and to serve the 
party. I have left nothing undone during 
the past two years in the effort to strength- 
en the democratic party in Georgia. I have 
estranged men who until a few month ago 
were my warmest friends. Evefy pressure 
that could possibly be brought to bear has 
been urged upon me io iead the a!iance 
against the democratic party. There is no 
doubt about It, hundreds and thousands of 
alliancemen have left the party anid Low 
render allegiance to vhe new party, which 
is organized—persistent, determined, and 
ready for a vigorous fight. I did my best 
to keep my members of the alliance from 
taking this step, and congrdtulate myself 
on having at least been of some service to 
the democracy. ; 

Pieads for Tolerance. 

“T regret exceedingly that my influence 
was not wide enough to hold the alliance 
solidly in the ranks for the democraty, but 
there are enough of them left to insure the 
democratic integrity of Georgia, if the rank 
and file of the party will simply allow these 
men full fellowship and let them understand 
that they are not to be ostracized simply 
because they are a ‘lis rcemen. This is all they 
ask, that they be allowed to serve the party 
as democrais without drawing the line, 
and you will find that they will be alive and 
enthusiastic for the carse of democracy.” 

“What about the outlook for your renom- 
ination?” 

“It is all right, I think, though as I said 
above, I have not had an opportunity to 
keep up with the developments very closely. 
I have been at my post attending to the 
public business. My friends over the dis- 
trict, however, send me gratifying assur- 
ances, and I am receiveing letters every 
day from every part of the district from 
men who have heretofore been my. most act- 
ive political opponents. I have received not 
less than 100 letters from Atlanta, among 
them being letters from the most promi- 
nent business and professional men in that 
city, telling me that they believe that it 
was right that I should be given a second 
nomination, and assuring me of their earn- 
est support to that end. These letters came 
from the best men in Atlanta, and make me 
feel that my service for the democracy is 
at least not unappreciated. I should feel 
very badly if I thought that the democcutic 
party of the fifth district had nothing but 
abuse and rebuff for me after what I hase 
done to maintain its ascercancy in our staic. 
Understand, I claim no credit for it. I have 
been simply working in the ranks as a demo- 
crat, andif I have heen unusually zealous in 
the cause it has bez: because I thought 1 
was in a position, in touch with the farm- 
ers of the state, to insure my views being 
given at least a respectful 
hearing. This I have done, 
and I think in this way I have had 
an opportunity to do the party much good, 
Of course there are those who have gone 
astray and whose efforts are now being

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WITH BRASS BANDS 


The Strikers Will Welcome the State 
Militia 


WHO ARE MARCHING 10 HOMESTEAD 


An Enthusiastic Meeting of the 
Workmen Yesterday. 


NO RESISTANCE TO PROPER OFFICERS 


To Be Made, but on the Contrary They 
Will Be Received with Open Arms. 
Movement of Troops. . 


Homestead, Pa., July 11.—Hostilities 
are over. At .a mass meeting of the strik- 
ers this afternoon it was decided by a unani- 
mous vote, and amid great enthusiasm, 
that the militia should be welcomed to the 
city by brass bands and other ceremonies 
appropriate to the occasion. It was also 
resolved that any striker who should hoot 
the militia, or otherwise fail in proper re 
spect to the state’s representatives, should 
be ducked in the river and a committee 
was appointed for that purpose. 

The burgess was requested to invite all 
citizens having no business in Homestead 
to depart, as it was feared some unwise 
and anarchistic sympathizers with the 
strikers might seek to pretipitate trouble. 
Ail the leaders made speeches and three 
brass bands of the city tendered their ser- 
vices in the welcoming ceremnies to the 
militia. No one doubts that all will be 
peaceful henceforth. _ 


ON TO HOMESTEAD. 


The Militia on Their Way to the Scene 
of Trouble. 


Pittsburg, July 11.—There are signs of 
activity in and around the armories of the 
National Guard this morning. The men 
began mustering early in the morning and 
began making preparations for the journey, 
but it will be late this evening or early 
tomorrow morning before all arrangements 
can be completed, and the troops assembled 
at Brinton. The action of the governor in 
ordering out the militia broyght up the strik- 
ers in Homestead with a serious turn, and 
made them realize fully that the arrival of 
troops meant the loss to them of the con- 
trol they have exercised over the town, and 
a committee from the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation was appointed to go to Pittsburg at 
once and entreat Mr. Frick to eonsent to 
some method of adjustment of differences. 
The committee called at Carnegie’s office in 
The Chronicle-Telergaph building during 
the forenoon. Down town the militia was 
gathering at the several headquarters. 

Crowds gathered around the armories of 
the Eighteenth and Fourteenth regiments 
and of Battery B, to watch the soldiers as 
they came in to await marching orders. 
It is. not. expected that the troops will move 
before 2-o’clock this afternoon. 

Six Thousand Soldiers Massed. 
Harrisburg, July 11.~—The 
Twelfth and Thirteenth regiments are on 
the road, and will reach wiston about 
noon. The Eighth and Fourth regiments 
of the mame brigade were early under 
arms, and only awaited transportation. The 
Second brigade reported before hoon, and 
will be concentrated at Brinton, about 
three miles from Homestead. The Third 
brigade will be sent forward from Lewis- 
ton this afternoon, and, before ‘dawn to- 
morrow, Over six thousand soldiers will be 
massed in the vicinity of the scene of 
trouble. The First brigade is expected to 
reach Mount Gretna this afternoon, and be 
held as a reserve corps until further 

orders. 
They Responded Promptly. 


Philadelphia, July 11.—Within twelve 
hours after the issuing of the order to mo- 
bilize the First brigade at Mount Gretna, 
1,900 men, or within a couple of hundred of 
that brigade’s full strength, armed and 
equipped to take the field, had left the city. 
The list of military to leave was Battery A 
and City Troop of Cavalry, who departed 
at 1 o'clock. The Third regiment, first to 
reach the railroad station, had 410 men in 
line, out of 500 men on the rolls. 

The Iirst regiment came next, with 608 
men out of 630. The Second regiment start- 
ed with 500 men out of 632. e Battalion 
of State Fencibles had 280 men to start with 
and a separate company of colored men had 
forty-eight men in line out of an enrollment 
of sixty. Two regiinents left the station at 
11 o'clock and another regiment with the 
Fencibles, the colored compariy and Bat- 
tery A got away at 12:30 o'clock, followed 
immediately by two carloads of belated 
members of regiments which had already 
started. At 5:45 o’clock this evening two 
additional carloads of laggards started to 
join their commands. Diggatches from all 
over the state show that the militia or- 
ganizations in the state have been equally 
prompt. Some of them started for the ren- 
dezvous as early as 8:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing with the ranks as well filled as the 
Philadelphia commands. : 

The time for the annual summer encam 
ment is close at hand and the spirit of rival- 
xy noe been at work for some months among 
the militia o tions to make the best 
possible record at the encampment. Owing 
pos to this circumstance the militia are 

better condition ever known before. 
The orders for the summer encampments 
have been revoked. At 2 o’clock this after- 
noon major General Snowden, commanding, 
and . left Harri bound westward, 
the destination supposed to be in the vicin- 
ity of Hom>stead.

Wallace, Idaho, July 11.—The strained 
situation in Coeur de’Alene labor troubles 
culminated this morning between 5 and 6 
o’clock. The events of the day previous 
consisted of challenges from the non-union 
men at Fris¢ep and Gem mines to the union 
miners at the town of Gem and seemed to 
indicate a speedy rupture. Both the Gem 
and F'rieo mines were guarded by men be- 
hind barricades, armed” with Winchesters, 
and as the canyon is narrow where the mines 
are located, the men behind the barricades 
could sweep the two railroad tracks and 
the country with bullets. The Gem mine 
barricaders were within 300 feet of the cen- 
ter of the town of Gem. 

This morning at 5 o'clock a miner from 
Gem started from Burk: When o 
site Frisco mine he was fired upon. e 
ran back several hundred yards to Gem, 
where the shot had been heard, and soon 
the miners in town gathered with arms. 
They marched in a body toward the Frisco 
mill, located directly in front of the mine. 
When scarcely within rifle range, a volley 
from Frisco mill greeted the miners and 
lead whistled all about them. ‘They scatter- 
ed; and a regular battle ensued. miner 
and one non-union man were killed and 
six wounded during the engagement. ‘The 
miners, in the meantime, went around the 
hills up the canyon above the mines, load- 
ed a car with seven hundred and fifty 
pounds of giant powder and sent it down 
the track toward the Frisco mine. 
in front of the mill the explosion occu ; 
shattering the mill to splinters, making it 
a complete wreck. 

They Sarrendered. 

The non-union men then showed the white 
flag and surrerdered. They were marched 
down to the miners’ union hall and guarded, 

While the fight was going on at Frisco, 
the guards suddenly n fi volley after 
volley into the town of Gem, riddling build- 
ings with bullets. John Ward, a citizen, 
was shot through the arm and Gus Carl- 
son, a union man, was shot and killed. 

Attempts to recover Carlson’s body were 
met with volleys from the Gem breastworks 
and when the body was recovered an hour 
afterward, it was lifeless, another bullet 
having been sent through the breast. No 
shots were returned from the Gem. until 
armed miners from Frisco half a mile above 
the Gem, returned. 

At 8 o'clock a. m. a truce occurred and 
the sheriff, district attorney and deputy 
United States marshals appeared on the 
scene.

with them. I consented, thinking the money 
weculd save m crop, for if not worked at that 
time it would be lost, knowing too well my 
wife and cight children were dependent On it 
for a living. 

-T have been severely censured for what I 
have done, but no one knows what they would 
do until tried with similar circumstances. 
now think Mr. Hudson took advantage of my 
necessities to get me to withdraw from the 
people’s party and unite with the democrats.

Inhabitants of Astrakhan Tear Up Thing 
Generally. — 
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Rev. Mr. Thompson, of the Tennessee con- 
ference, occupied the pulpit in lieu of Rev. 
Dr. Melltyar, the regular pastor, and made 
some forcible allusions to the existing strife. 

“When the world shall turn.from seeking

Judge Clute Attacked by a Madman—A 
Desperate Fight. 


Albany, N. Y., July 11.—Judge Clute 
and his office boy had a desperate strug- 
gle with a maniac in the former’s office 
this afternoon. Edward McDonald, who 
has been defendant in a divorce suit and 
has been hanging around the judge’s office 
for some days, entered the private office 
today, and after talking for a few minutes 
demanded that the judge sign a three-thou- 
sand-dollar note. his he refused to do 
and attempted to leave the room. McDon- 
ald struck the judge and attempted to draw 
a revolver. He had only partially succeed- 
ed when Judge Clute grappled with him 
and the two began a desperate fight for 
the weapon. The judge, still holding his 
man, managed to touch an electric button 
and summon the office boy, who grabbed 
McDonald by the legs and the two finally 
backed the maniac up against the wall, where 
the boy secured the revolver and then called 
a policeman. McDonald, who has several 
times given evidence of mental unsound- 
ness, was committed to jail. The note 
which he wanted signed was not made pay- 
able to any one.

The murderer is under arrest.

Shykes, a Jewish merchant, was murdered 
on Friday night by a negro named Meyers. 
Shykes had his year’s savings, amounting 
to several hundred dollars, in the store.

GOOD FOR WHITFIELD. 


The Total Assessed Value of Property Shows 
Up Well. 


- Dalton, Ga., July 11.—(Special)—The 
total assessed value of all property in Whit- 
fieid county, independent of the railroads, 
For taxation, is $2,946,052, of which the 
Dalton district returns $1,743,986, or $541,- 
926 more than half of all thé other eleven 
districts of the county. From these fig- 
ures Dalton is not an apparent burden to 
the tax payers of the county, as has been 
asserted by some of the small litical 
agitators. The total value of farming 
lands in the county is $922,944, while the 
value of the same in Dalton district is 

27,400, or more than one-third of the 
total value of the balance of the county. 
The total value of real_ estate, city and 
farming lands, in the Dalton district is 
$940,093, or $171,000 more than the total 
value of the entire farming lands of the 
county. i P 

There is no fiction in these figures for 
they are official, as taken from the county 
tax digest. As county people owning real 
estate in Dalton return it in their oy te F 
ive district, to get a correct value of Dal- 
ton’s taxable property it is necessary to go 
to the city tax digest. On that we find 
that Dalton taxable property returned’ at 
$1,558,556, or $171,060 more than half of 
the entire taxable property of all the coun- 
ty outside of Dalton. This showing is not 
a matter of boasting; but that town people 
are very helpful at tax paying time.

Rains and Floods. 

While the present protracted spell of 
wet weather is more beneficial than in- 
jurious to the agricultural interests in 
this region, countless acres of productive 
land in the Mississippi valley have “been 
under water for many weeks, and the 
great river at many points below Vicks- 
burg is more than twenty miles wide 

When the Mississippi is turned into a 
vast inland sea at this season of the year 
the necessary result will be a decreased 
production of cotton. But the flood has 
other consequences of a more disastrous 
nature. The destruction of property in 
the valley, thé privations endured by the 
people, and the prospect of dangerous 
sanitary conditions following the over- 
flow will appeal to the outside world for 
sympathy and aid. Thousands of people 
in the flood region find their property 
valueless during the present crop year, 
and they will be compelled to consume in 
advance the earnings of the future. 

The Mississippi is looming up as a great 
problem. The federal government will 
have to provide some sort of safeguard, 
an efficient levee system or something 
else, or the river will possibly become 
as destructive as the famous Yellow river 
of China. 


The Question of State Banks. 

We are surprised to see in The Rich- 
mond Dispatch a remark that The Jour- 
nal of Commerce “has allowed its states’ 
rights doctrines to blind it to the facts 
of the case and to the real questions in- 
volved in this discussion”—that is to say, 
the discussion in regard to the establish- 
men of state banks of issue. 

That a democratic newspaper in the Old 
Dominion, the mother of the democratic 
party, should deem it necessary to jibe 
at a New York newspaper on account of 
its devotion to states’ rights is indeed 
amazing, and it is equally amazing to find 
The Dispatch clinging to a line of argu- 
ment in opposition to state banks of issue

Our contemporary persists in comparin 
the proposed new system to the old sys- 
tem, which, in wildcat communities per- 
mitted the existence of wildcat banks, 
and declaring that the new system 
will have incurable defects because, in 
its opinion, the old systen} had incurable 
defects. : 

The incurable defect is the lack of logic 
in The Dispatch’s argument. The people 
of this country once repudiated the idea 
of a national bank even after the system 
had been put in operation. Was this any 
reason why they should have repudiated 
the better system of national banking 
which is in operation how? Is it possible 
that any editor, or any other person sup- 
posed to be living in the light, really be 
lieves that an attempt will be made to 
incorporate in a system of state banking 
defects that experience,has shown to be 
incurable? 

Our contemporary seems to fear that 
a system of state banks involves all the 
features that belonged to the system in 
operation .before the war—the lack of 
railway and telegraph facilities and the 
total absence of any system of exchange 
between the banks of the different states 
and sections. Yet we think we can prom- 
ise that the railways &ind telegraphs will 
continue to flourish and that the modern 
system of doing business will be en- 
larged rather than contracted. 

What makes the national banking sys- 
tem so Safe and sound so far as its notes 
are concerned? Is it a merit inherent 


in the system itself, or does it, proceed | 


from the law under which the banks oper- 
ate? If the notes of the national banks 
can be made safe and sound by law, why 


Kansas Not in It, 


In forecasting the electoral vote we 
cannot count Kansas for either Cleveland 
or Harrison. 

The action of the democratic convention 
of thmt state in accepting the state and 
electoral tickets already nominated by 
the people’s party makes it certain that, 
although Kansas gave Harrison a ma- 
jority of 80,159 in 1888, he will receive 
no electoral votes there this year. In 1890 
in the gubernatorial election the republic- 
ans cast 115,025 votes; the people’s party, 
106,972 yotes, and the democrats, 71,- 
357 votes.

A wholesale dealer was asked yesterday 
why it was that no foreign matches could be 
found.in our market. A year or two ago the 
Elto and other brands of matches made in 
Europe were largely sold by our merchants, 
but now you can scarcely find a box, and but 
few if any of our merchatns deal in them. 

His reply was that, since the formation of 
the match trust, this combination ha# driven 
the foreign matches out of the market. We 
pay more for matches, and don’t get as good 
an article, but the money is kept in America. 
It seems that the Diamond Match Company 
was organized that took in all the match fac- 
tories of any importancé in the United States. 
about twenty in mutiber. The products of 
these factories are all sold by the Diamond 
Match Company, and this company is getting 
all the trade this way. They sell to a whole- 
sale merchant at a certain rate and agree to 
give him a rebate of 5 per cent, and in some 
cases with large dealers more, if the purchaser 
will make affidavit that he will not sell below 
a certain price, and sell no other brand of 
matches. The commission of course comes 
out of the consumer in the end and he has to 
purchase the Diamond brand because he can- 
not find any other kind. Matches are sold 
much cheaper in seacoast cities, even to 
wholesale dealers, so it is said, than in the 
interior. The Diamond company has about all 
the trade in Georgia, and many of the mer- 
chants who handle the matches get a good 


commission. re 


. Jeptha Rucker, the cotton buyer of 
pe oy was at the Kimball yesterday. Speak-. 
ing of the outlook for cotton for the approach- 
ing season, he looked thoughtful, as he re- 
marked: “I am very much afraid that the 
market is going to open ’way down. I don't 
know, but I fear it very much as I look for- 
ward to it this far distant.’’

An Interesting Interview with a Govern- 
' gent Official About the Stuff Called 
Oleomargarine. 


Oleomargarine is no rare commodity in 
this day and time. Not much. 

We all eat it nearly every day of our lives 
is the assurance given by the officials of the 
government in a position to know. 

O e has had its share of criti- 
Gi@m and been laughed at through the col- 
umns of the newspapers very, very often. 
But it has by no means been laughed out 
of its place in this world nor yet forced 
out of the average butter plate by all the 
pure food bills and adverse 1 on 
up in the national congress and the 
halls of state legislatures. 


dealers all have to pay these taxes, and it 
is remarkable to observe from the books 
of the collector’s office how much of the 
fatty substance comes to Atlanta and is 
consumed here year after year, and month 
after month. 

There are two wholesale dealers in At- 
lanta, one in Augusta and one in Savannah. 
Besides these there are about seventy-five 
retail dealers in the state, saying — 
of the numbers of hotels, restaurants 
bakeries that use it and buy it in large 
quantities for such use. 

Some Interesting Estimates. 

“You can safely estimate the quantity 
of oleomargarine consumed in Georgia an- 
nually at 10,000 pounds,” and Mr. Jeff 
Duawoody, of the collector’s office, yes- 
terday. 


“Why certainly. Here, for instance, is 
just one report from just one manufacturer 
who sent to G a dealers for just ohe 
month 3,000 pounds of the stuff.” 

“What is used for and who uses it 
mostly ?’’ 

“Jt is consumed for the most part at 
hotels, restaurants and boarding houses 
and passes for butter. It is beautiful and 
— on a butter plate and looks pre 
cisely like genuine, rich Jersey butter. In- 
deed, is has been tested on the palates of 
skilled dairymen who have not n able 
to detect it or tell the difference between 
it and the finest of butter. It is of a 
rich yellow color and has a good flavor. 
It has been severely criticised and legis- 
lated against but really there is no just 
reason for its condemnation.” 

ihe Georgia Law. 

“Isn't there a law in Georgia against it?” 

“No; not exactly that. There is a law 
in yee gy however, which requires that 
all hotels and restaurants using oleomar- 
garine for butter shall place a sign up in 
he dining room announting the fact. This 

w, so far as I know, has never been ob- 
served.” 

“Why was such a law enacted?” 

“On the plan of defending the public 
against adulterated or impure food, I be 
lieve. You see there is a certain per cent 
of butter in the table grade of oleomarga- 
rine, and since it is used for butter it is 
termed an adulterated artigle of food.” 

How It Is Made. 

“Oleomargarine is made from oleo, oil 
which is extracted from the fat of beef 
and hog. After it Re pin through a certain 
process, it is mixed with creamy butter, 
and three or four grades are manufactured. 

“The smallest manufactory that can be 
constructed for making oleomargarine costs 
about $5,000, so you can see that 
it is an expensive article of food, These 
factories are usually built in immediate 
conjunction with slaughter houses. When 
it is manufactured it is put up in packages 
by the manufacturers of from ten to sixty 
pounds each, 

“On these pomenes the manufacturer 
pays a tax of 2 cents a pound, and a 
stamp is issued to be placed on each pack- 
age. A wholesale dealer pays a govern- 
ment tax of $480 annually and is allowed 
to sell nothing but original packages un- 
broken. A retail dealer pays $48 and can 
sell any quantity less than an original pack- 
age. He is required to write the word 
oleomargarine on each package sold and 
also his name and address. 

“Oleomargarine is no cheaper than but- 
ter if as cheap. It costs from 12 1-2 cents 
to 25 cents per pound.” 

“Ts it a dangerous article?” 

“No, not at all. It is just the same as 
butter to all purposes and has this advant- 
age over butter, it never turns sour or un- 
fit for use. 

“You eat it at your hotel, I dare say, 
every day of your life.”

Traffic Which Will Not Be Injured 
Can Be Reloaded. 


PREPAYMENT OF CHARGES 1S OPTIONAL. 


A Decision of Importance to Managers 


and State Railroad Commissions as 
to Connecting Lines. 


All railway managers and state railroad 
conimissioners will be interested in a de- 
cision just rendered by Justice Field, fix- 
ing the obligation of one railway to run 
the cars or honor the tickets of another. 

‘The substance of the decision is that one 
railroad is under no obligation to take the 
freight of a connecting line, or of other 
companies in the cars in which it is ten- 
dered and carry it over its own line in 
such cars, when its own cars are not in 
use, provided the freight can be reloaded 
‘into cars of the receiving company without 


In October, 1889,. the Union Pacific, 
through its subsidiary lines, demanded 
that the Northern Pacific should carry 
eastern traffic from Portland to the Puget 
-gound cities without transferring the 
freight from Union Pacific to Northern 
Pacific cars. It was also demanded that 
the Northern Pacific should haul the 
freight in the cars as they came to it 
without prepayment of charges. Another 
demand was that the Northern Pacific 
should receive Union Pacific through 
tickets. 

Judge Deady granted a temporary in- 
junetion against the Northern Pacific on 
the ground that custom and the inter- 
state commerce law barred the Union Pa- 
cific’s demands. The effect of ‘this in- 
junction was to allow the Union Pacific 
to compete for Puget sound traffic to and 
from the east, thus depriving the North- 
ern Pacific of the long haul. Mr. Jus- 
tice Field, of the United States supreme 
court, deliverad the opinion while sitting 
as circuit judge for Oregon. 

The Union Pacific asserted that the de- 
fendant, as a common carrier by railway 
of freight and passengers, is obliged, (1.) 
to receive freight tendered to it by the 
complainant at Portland, Ore., that city 
being a point where it connects with the 
road of the complainant, in the cars in 
which it is tendered, and transport the 
same to point of destination in such cars, 
over its roads, and pay to the company 
owning the cars the current rate of mile- 
age for their use, and also pay the charges 
for transportation from point of origin to 
Portland; (2.) to honor tickets or coupons 
for passage over its lines north of Port- 
land issued by the complainant. The de- 
fendant’s obligation was asserted by the 
Union Pacific on three grounds: The 
first was the alleged established custom 
between railroad companies operating con- 
necting lines. The second was the third 
section of the interstate commerce act. 
The third ground was a section in the 
defendant's charter. 

The Northern Pacific denied the obliga- 
tions. Numerous witnesses were exam- 
ined and they included managers and 
superintendents of wide experience. Jus- 
tice Field found that the testimony agreed 
in the main points and that it was to 
this purport: That whether or not the 
freight received by one company is, 
as a general rule, dependent 
upon contract between the  con- 
necting companies, and is not a matter 
in which there is any established custom 
applicable to all cases. Exceptions to the 
general rule arise where the cars of the 
receiving company are all in use; then the 
freight is usually received and transported 
in the cars in which it is tendered, that 
there may be no unnecessary delay in the 
transportation. Sometimes also the cars 
are received when the freight is of such 
@ character that it may be injured by 
transfer from one car to another. The 
justice held that there can be no usage 
founded in reason requiring the receiving 
company to transport the freight in the 
cars in which it is tendered, when its 
Own cars are not in use. The receiving 
company is not under any obligation to 
allow its own cars to remain idle in order 
to transport those of another company. 
The court further held that there can be 
no custom requiring the receiving company 
to pay mileage on foreign cars when it 
can transfer the freight to its own cars. 
The car mileage in that. case must be upon 
an arrangement between the parties. 
However, when the receiving company 
bas no idle cars of its own or when the 
freight cannot be transferred without in- 
jury, the custom of charging car mileage 
is reasonable and should be enforced.

MEETING OF THE BOARD YESTERDAY. 


A Committee Appointed to Examine Into 
the Matter of a New Pavement 
Around the Courthouse. 


The board of county commissioners 
held a very interesting meeting yesterday 
morning. 

The long suspended Question of a new road 
to the Chattahoochee river was decided. 

A committee was also appointed to con- 
fer with a committee from the council for 
the purpose of considering the advisability 
of taking up the belgian block around the 
courthouse and substituting in its place a 
different kind of pavement. 

The Meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 10 
o’clock by the chairman of the board. Mr. 
C. W. Hunnicutt. 

A report by Mr. J. D. Collins, to whom 
the question of the pew road to the Chatta- 
h ee river had been erred, was 
read and discussed. 

At the last meeting of the board a - 
tion from the citizens living along the ferry 
road had been presented to the meeting, in 
which petition it was that the ferry 
road po several advanta over the 
other route, and asked that @ commis 
sioners ay: 4 widen the ferry road instead 
<a e other highway proposed by 

e city. 

- nee SER of Mr. Collins favored the new 
route. 

Captain W. D. Ellis, represented the resi- 
dents who lived alon the old road and stated 
that for more than fifty years the road had 
been a public highway. He considered it 
unwise, after so long a time, to alter the 
old route and thought it would incon- 
venience the traveler who had been in the 
habit of using the road for a half a cen- 
tury. Besides he saw no reason for chang- 
ing the direction of transit, unless there was 
a better route proposed, and he did not think 
that the new road was any improvement 
upon the old one. He_ then read to the 
board a statement from*Engineer Robertson 
in which it was shown that the old road 
could be improved without considerable 
cost and that the differerice between fixing 
up the old one and opening out the new one 
was so small as to be hardly worth men- 
tioning. : 

Mayor Hemphill, as the representative of 
the city council and the board of waterworks 
commissioners, stated that the route pro- 
posed by the city was almost in @ straight 
line to the river, and the distanee by the 
new road would be a great deal shorter and 
more direct than 7 the old road. 

The report of Mr. Collins was then, on 
motion of Dr. Wilson, adopted and the 
new route we et by the city was ac 
cepted by the ard of commissioners. 

A Name for, the Road. 

Having agreed upon the road, the next 
thing in order was to give it a name, and 
“Collins avenue” was proposed by one of 
the members. It was just exactly the 
right thing, and Collins avenue it would 
have been, had not the gentleman who 
bears that well-known name, with the 
modesty for which he is noted, asked that 
the name of Chattahoochee avenue be sub- 
stituted. The name of Collins avenue 
having been withdrawn, a vote was taken 
and Chattahoochee avenue was adopted. 

The Belgian Block Pavement. 

Alderman Shropshire, in behalf of the 
board of aldermen, then brought up the 
question of the belgian block pavement 
around the courthouse. He asked that a 
committee from the board be appointed to 
confer with a committee from the council 
for the purpose of looking into the question
